Todd Stiff of 1255 Dove Avenue stated that
his first opinion about the proposed
ordinance to allow shingle roofs was
favorable in light of the difficult economic
times. After thinking about the provision for
the two-year sunset period, he would not
want people to take advantage of this
window that could lower the standards that
have been set for the City. He urged
Council to consider the far reaching
implications of their actions.

Ernie Aloma of 258 Pinecrest Drive stated
that his interaction with the City personnel
had been very positive, especially with the
Building and Recreation Department Staff
who have been very helpful.

Bob Schwinger of 630 Cardinal Street said
that there should be a duck eradication or
containment program in the City. The area
between Plover and Cardinal Street has been
overtaken by ducks that are quickly
multiplying; they are dirty and contribute to
the erosion of the canal banks.

Bob Schwinger of Schwinger Realty, 8
Canal Street, suggested that the City should
have an “Adopt a Park” program to help the
City keep the parks nice and provide new
amenities. He would like to adopt George
Washington Park on Westward Drive in
front of the Library.

Bob Schwinger said that the City just hired a
consulting firm to help with Downtown,
Westward Drive and the Circle area, as well
as N. W. 36" Street. He would not want
future changes to Westward Drive to have to
be voted upon by the electors because
Council was elected to make decisions that
are in the best interest of the City.
